“I know you’re very busy, 
but could I ask just one lit- 
tle‘favor, please?” 

It’s been years since I’ve 
heard those words from 
Judy DiPalma, but I can 
still hear her voice. She 
might just have been asking 
to have something put in 
the Town Crier. Or it might 
have been a more involved 
project, like explaining arti- 
ficial limbs to the Girl 
Scouts. 

Judy DiPalma was a truly 
wonderful person, recog- 
nized as one of 
Wilmington’s Good Guys. In 
all the years I knew her, I 
never heard her ask for 
anything for herself. She 
was always concerned with 
helping others. When Judy 
asked, there was no way to 
refuse. 

Judy DiPalma died last 
week in a Chelmsford nurs- 
ing home. The level of 
respect she commanded in 
Wilmington was reflected in 
the Jong line of mourners 
* outside the Nichols Funeral 
Home on Friday night. 

Judy spent about half her 
life in a wheelchair, but 
that did not stop her from 
being extraordinary. She 
had no formal training in 
community leadership, but 
simply went to work, doing 
what she knew had to be 
done. And she did that well, 
extremely well. She was 
truly a person of great abil- 
ity. 

Shortly after her mar- 
riage to Bob DiPalma, Judy 
was diagnosed with an 
early stage of Multiple 
Sclerosis (MS). Judy and 
Bob both very strongly 
wanted to have children. 
Realizing that her future 
might be limited, she took 
an approach you might call 
"it’s now or never”, and 
started a family. They had 
two daughters, Paula and 
Pamela. 

Raising two girls, Judy 
stepped into the role of a 
Girl Scout leader. While her 
MS _ presented some. chal- 
lenges, it also presented a 
different vision.

increase accessibility to the handicapped long before the Americans with Disabilities Act 


was passed. 


On a Saturday morning 
about 30 years ago, she ran 
a Baldwin Neighborhood 
Girl Scout workshop on 
handicapped awareness at 
the Tewksbury 
Congregational Church. 
The wheelchair part was, 
dare I say, easy — to under- 
stand. What is it like to 
spend your life in a wheel- 
chair, unable to walk? Judy 
lived it. 

The Girl Scouts had to 
spend some time in a 
wheelchair that Saturday, 
not for fun, but for educa- 
tion. The restrooms? Oh, 
yes, they’re up the stairs, 
and the door is on the right. 


Right. 
But there are other dimen- 
sions, other situations. 


Everyone is different. 

And thus I found myself in 
the church vestry, showing 
an old prosthesis, explain- 
ing life as,an amputee. I 
had lost my leg in an acci- 
dent in 1964, but had never 


made anything of it. I was’ 


determined to live my life 
without restrictions. I never 
would have embarked on 
such an explanation if it 
weren’t for Judy. I have no 
idea how the girls took ‘it, 
but I did my best to explain 
my situation. 


Judy was one of the found- 
ing members of _ the 
Wilmington Handicapped 
Affairs Committee, which 
eventually became the 
Wilmington Commission on 
Disabilities. 

Her focus on the commit- 
tee was on a personal and 
social level. She wanted to 
set up a drop-in center 
where people could get 
together and socialize. The 
committee had taken the 
name AIM, for Access Is 
Mandatory. Judy  estab- 
lished a weekly program, 
and a more than quarter- 
century later, the AIM 
group is still bringing peo- 
ple together. This wonderful 
social outlet meets every 
Tuesday at the Knights of 


Columbus Hall in 
Wilmington. 

Transcending the issue of 
physical . barriers, Judy 


DiPalma’s AIM group has 
given a social life to 
Wilmington people with dis- 
abilities. 

The handicap committee 
thus became two entities, 
the AIM group, and the 
Commission on Disabilities, 
which works on issues of 
accessibility. 

The committee did a sur- 
vey which established that

there were plenty of dis- 
abled people in Wilmington. 
Since they could hot get 
out, people seldom saw 
them. But they were there, 
and there was a need for 
change. 

One committee member, 
Larry Curtis, a quadriple- 
gic, told of getting a wheel- 
chair van, only to realize 
that once he left his house, 
there were many places 
that he could not go. There 
were no curb cuts, no 
ramps, and no public real- 
ization that there was a 
problem. 

The committee then set 
about working with town 
officials and commercial 
property owners to make 
local facilities handi- 
capped- accessible. Without 


the power of law, every- 


thing was doné in a spirit of 
cooperation. Most business- 
es were pleased to work 
with the committee. In 
many cases, accessibility 


modifications were 
designed into other planned 
improvements, which 


meant they could be added 
at virtually no cost. By the 
time the Americans with 
Disabilities Act was passed 
in 1990, Wilmington was 
largely accessible.

information. He offered 
practical advice and gave 
many insider tips to those 
present, including the idea 
that one should pay for a 
double entry visa. Ferland 
explained that when in 
China, it is not uncommon to 
leave the country accidently, 
or to enter a special zone of 
the country that does not 
count as the country, and 
thus would need the use of 
the Visa to re-entry. Double 
entry Visa’s prevent the 


nightmare of being stranded 
somewhere. _ 
A wonderful slideshow 


showing some of Ferland’s 
travels was broadcast as 
well, and the imagery came 
alive for viewers. Often 
times after a particularly 


beautiful photograph, mem- 
bers of the audience could 
be heard gasping or saying 
“Oh my!” Ferland is an 
award-winning _ photogra- 
pher, so it is no surprise that 
his images elicit ‘such 
responses. 

Ferland went on to explain 
the three topics of conversa- 
tion one should never 


.engage in when within the 


borders of China. Likening 
it to discussing politics and 
religion in America, topics 
like these are certain to land 
an individual hot water, or 
at least under the scrutiny of 
an angry gaze. Human 
rights violations was the 
number three big offender, 
followed by discussion of 
China’s occupation (or liber- 
ation, according to. the 
Chinese government’s ° offi- 
cial stance) of Tibet. The 
biggest social blunder: one 
can make while in China- 
would be discussing Taiwan. 
An extreme hot button issue 
in the geopolitical theater, 
this topic being sensitive is 
not surprising. 

Ferland showcased a beav- 
tiful travelogue, and ‘then 
discussed the cuisine. of 
China and some cultural 
practices. He fielded -ques- 
tions from the audience 
after the show. 

“Remember, as a western- 
er, the Chinese are very 
happy you are there. -You 
represent money, advance- 
ment and improvement. 
The Chinese will not mess 
with you, and will make you 
feel very welcome.”

located on abutting proper- 
ty -without permission. 
Fencing cannot also over- 
hang on the abutting prop- 
erty. 

Finally, fencing should 
comply with property use, 
as well as with the scenic 
character of the town. 
Fences cannot be a hazard. 

Lingenfelter said his pro- 
posal arose from a dispute 
with a neighbor, who erect- 
ed a spite fence around 
three sides of his property, 
made from plywood, blue 
tarp, and other materials. 
That fence has been dam- 
aged and falling down since 
at least last year. 

Various residents with 
whom he has spoken have 
agreed that his proposal is 
sound. 

“A lot of people agree that 
what my neighbor did 
should not have . been 
allowed by the town,” he 
said, “They all seem to 
think that my article was 
very reasonable.” 

He noted that there exists 
fencing regulations for cell- 
phone towers. He said he 
would like to see the same 
language used for residen- 
tial properties. 

He has offered similar 
proposals before, but he 
said they were unsuccess- 
ful. 

“In the last couple years, 
I’ve had some opposition at 


town meeting,” he said, 

He called the opposition 
based on partisan reason- 
ing. Last year former 
School Committee member 
Mario Marchese, who’s 
father-in-law erected: ‘the 
fence around Lingenfelter’s 
property, argued vehernent- 
ly against — passage. 
Lingenfelter had already 
raised concerns about envi- 
ronmental and land impacts 
about the new high school 
project at that point. | 

Last year Lingenfelter’s 
article would have required 
that fences be of commer- 
cial manufacture or, if built 
by the homeowner, last: for 
20 or more years, with -the. 
color “consistent with other 
on-site permanent struc- 
tures,” and prohibit the ‘use 
of “safety or barricade type 
temporary fencing” typical- 
ly used at construction sites 
except for the purpose of 
excavation or construction. 
Though the Finance 
Committee recommended 
approval of the article last 
year, it failed at Town 
Meeting, though the mae 
was close. 

George Lingenfelter : is 
active in town politics, 
though he does not -Hold 
elected office. He has also 
been involved in environ- 
mental appeals surrounding 
the new high school project.

Dear Tepshiery Residents, 

There has been much discussion over the past few weeks 
regarding the potential periodic closing of the South Fire 
Station next fiscal year due to a reduction in funding for over- 
time. In an open letter to the Town, a member of the Tewksbury 
Fire Union has accused the Board of Selectmen and the Town 
Manager of not caring about the South end of Tewksbury or 
about public safety. 

We consider this an outrageous accusation and a scare tactic 
of the worst kind. In fact, the Board of Selectmen and the Town 
Manager value all of the Town’s public safety personnel and 
appreciate the hard work and dedication they provide to our 
community. 

The issue of closing the South Fire Station has been a concern 
of the Board of Selectmen and Town Manager for a number of 
years and we have repeatedly looked for ways to resolve the 
issue long term in the best interest of the entire Town. Despite 
efforts to address this issue through the bargaining process, 
where it rightly should be resolved, it has unfortunately made 
its way to the public forum. Therefore, we would like to take this 
opportunity to set the record straight. The Board of Selectmen 
and the Town Manager do not close the station. Rather, a pro- 
vision in the union contract, which the Union is unwilling to 
change, is forcing the closing of the station when we drop below 
our 12 person complement. 

Article 23 of the union contract entitled ”Town Wide Safety” 
states in relevant part the following: 

The parties agree that for firefighting protection for all areas 
of the Town, the firefighting complement will be at the North 
Station one lieutenant and two firefighters; at the South Station 
one lieutenant and two firefighters; at the Central Station two 
EMT/Firefighters assigned to the Ambulance and a lieutenant, 
two firefighters and a captain to oversee the entire firefighting 
and ambulance complement. In the case of unforeseen circum- 
stances and/or fiscal restraints, the closing of a sub-fire sta- 
tion(s) on a temporary basis will be the first action taken by the 
Chief of the Department. 

The Board of Selectmen and the Town Manager unanimously 
disagree with this provision. Without this contractual provi- 
sion, we believe the Fire Chief could use his professional judg- 
ment to deploy staff in a more efficient manner. Like all parties 
involved we also believe strongly that no engine company 
should respond to any calls for assistance with less than 3 
Firefighters on board and none of our proposals suggest that. 
We acknowledge that the best operational model is to have 12 
employees on each shift, but that is no different than wanting 10 
police officers on a shift when on many occasions we have been 
as low as 5 or 6 to stay within the parameters of the budget. 
Unfortunately there are times we cannot meet optimum staffing 
levels and it is during those times we believe the Chief needs the 
discretion to assign department personnel to best meet the 
needs of the ‘powrn yothin the budget. We strongly believe this 
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discretion needs to be given to the Fire Chief during fiscal'é éon- 
straint and that no contract language should tie the hands of 
current or future Fire Chiefs from making decisions that are i in 
the best interest of the community. 

The solution to the problem is not always about spite 
money or to take money out of the Stabilization Fund to’ fund 
overtime. This action will not address the issue with a long 
term solution and we believe changing the contract would do 
just that. Our philosophy has been that the Stabilization Fund 
exists to purchase onetime expenditures for all departments 
(and if used to fund the operating budget it is'done only when 
there is a solution within the next year to solve the problem for 
good). Using the Stabilization Fund to solve a recurring oper- 
ating budget expense is a one year band-aid, is the easy way out, 
and is short sighted. It simply pushes the problem down the 
road without addressing the fundamental financial issue: ‘ While 
we are well aware of the public’s concern regarding this isste 
the Board of Selectmen and Town Manager do not intend to pass 
this problem on to the next leaders of this community and we 
ask for your continued patience while we work to address this 
problem. We have great respect for the members of thie Fire 
Department and we know this is unpleasant. We regret being 
at odds but we also feel it is time to address this issue... Taking 
money from the Stabilization Fund is not the answer. We believe 
that our approach is in the best interest of the entire communi- 


Tewksbury has millions of dollars of unmet needs a hup- 
dreds of thousands of dollars in unmet operating budget priori- 
ties that impact every department and every section of: this 
community. Difficult decisions need to be made and real solu- 
tions are necessary.

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(ead s Note: This letter is in response to the Town Manager 
and Board of Selectmen letter published above. That letter was 
also published online by another media outlet and the Union was 
able to read it there prior to its publication in this newspaper). 

Dear Tewksbury Residents, 

First off, the Selectmen and Town Manager have us at a huge 
disadvantage with their letter to the residents since we are pro- 
hibited from talking about ongoing contract negotiations here or 
in any other public forum. So we will respond to the comments 
that we are allowed to address. 

In the opening line of the letter from the Board of Selectmen 
and Town Manager it states, “There has been much discussion 
over the past few weeks regarding the potential periodic closing 
of the South Fire Station next fiscal year due to a reduction in 
funding for overtime.” We have heard many times (including 
later in the BOS/TM letter) that we cannot take money from the 
stabilization account in order to fund the fire department. We 
don’t think it could be any clearer by their statement above that 
we are cutting the fire department in order to fund the stabi- 
lization account, not the other way around. 

As far as, “...the Town Manager...not caring about the South 
end of Tewksbury or about public safety”, that’s not what we 
said. We simply pointed out that we think, the Town Manager 
cares more about the stabilization fund and even a street sweep- 
er than he does about the south station. We base this on his 
actions and statements. We honestly don’t know how low on the 
list of priorities the south station is and believe it should be 
much higher, but we also believe that the Town Manager cares 
about public safety. 

“We acknowledge that the best operational model is to have 12 
employees on each shift, but that is no different than wanting 10 
police officers on a shift when on many occasions we have been 
as low as 5 or 6 to stay within the parameters of the budget”. If 
that works for the police department and keeps it within the 
“parameters” of public safety as well as the budget, then that’s 
a good thing. In order for the fire department to stay within the 
parameters of public safety, we would have to staff closer to 16 
per shift and go down no lower than 12 which is consistent with 
the fire chief’s statements in his FY14 budget request that read 
as follows: 

“'..we efficiently meet the average daily needs and risk expec- 
tations when our staffing is maintained at a minimum of twelve 
members per shift...Once we fall below this level we are vul- 
nerable and become dependent on neighboring communities to 
help provide for our everyday emergencies.” 

The TM/BOS letter refers to the union using “scare tactics”. 
That term does nothing but vilify our attempt to educate the 
public. We’ve had many discussions with the fire chief(s) in the 
first four years of the station closure. And after experiencing 
firsthand the effects of being under-staffed for the fourth con- 
secutive summer, the fire captains jointly wrote a letter to the 
chief documenting their concerns in a private manner. That let- 
ter was subsequently presented to the Town Manager in a meet- 
ing with him behind closed doors. We kept our concerns inter- 
nal for the first 4 years and in the fifth year, the townspeople 
stood up for themselves without any Fire Fighter involvement. 


But feeling that the TM and BOS are ignoring the will of the . 


people and are pushing forward once again in reducing servic- 
es to the South, we decided it was time to better educate the pub- 
lic. After all our behind-the-scenes attempts. to re-staff the fire 
department failed, we put it in the hands of the residents. Should 
we have waited until year 8?...year 10? Many might say that we 
were negligent in waiting this long. Ultimately, we work for the 
taxpayers and, in the fire service, our primary job is not to put 
out fires or respond to e ies. Qur primary job is to do 
ng bad ee happening i in the 
first place. So along those lines, and experiencing the inability 


‘to respond quickly to all emergencies, we publicized our con- 


cerns, 
We are now entering our sixth summer of reduced fire and 
EMS protection to the South without any plan known to us other 
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than to cut staffing year after year. And after six years of a.con- 
tinuous “we can’t” attitude from the Selectmen, maybe a 
change is in order. Maybe it’s time to thank the Selectmen for 
their past service and replace them with members who haveja 
“can-do” mind-set. The vote for two Board of Selectmen seats 
takes place on April 6th. Following that, the residents: of this 
town, especially those in the South, have the right to attend town 
meeting and demand the same protection afforded to the rest of 
the town. xis 

There is one other small but not-insigniticant statement frem 
this letter which is, “We have great respect for the members: of 
the Fire Department...”. You don’t have to search long or hard 
to find multiple, negative, and unwarranted comments directed 
at the Tewksbury Fire Fighters by Selectman Sears. You-can 
find them in the Lowell Sun, Tewksbury Patch, Tewksbury 
Issues, etc. Mr. Sears’ personal attacks have done nothing. but 
strained relations between the two parties which hadn’t existed 
in previous years. But believe it or not, there is some good news 
in all of this; both the Board of Selectmen/Town Manager and 
the Fire Fighters are fighting for what they believe is best for 
the residents of Tewksbury. So perhaps the residents come out 
ahead no matter who “wins” and, even though the town is divid- 
ed, hopefully it will come out stronger in the long-run. The last 
sentence of the TM/BOH letter reads: “We have a responsibili- 
ty to the entire community and we will continue to do our-best 
for all of our residents.” We, the Tewksbury Fire Fighters, serte 
with and support that statement 100%. 

In the end, the Town Manager and Selectmen can rést Bagy 
because, successful or not, the union has no intention af-gourig 
through this unpleasant process anytime in the future. We will 
acknowledge to ourselves that we have done all that we éazi to 
best protect the residents of this community and will continue 
to.do our best with what we’re given.

WILMINGTON - Charles C. 
Baker, age 89, of 
Wilmington, passed away 
abeoamcid at home on 
March 13, 2013, 
surrounded by 
his loving fami- 
een |. 

Charles came into the 
world on June 28, 1923, he 
was one of seven sons of the 
late John and May (Corliss) 
Baker. . Charles was born 
and raised in Woburn, MA, 
and was a graduate of 
Woburn High School with 
the Class of 1941 where he 
majored in Business. 

Following High School, 
Charles enlisted in the 
United States Marines, first 
as Volunteer Marine Corps 
Reserves, and then began 
active duty on September 14, 
1942, during World War II.

“Most navies around the 
world do not look like our 
Navy; they look more like 
our Coast Guard. There’s a 
big difference in size and 
scope. They don’t have huge 
aircraft carriers.” Wetzler’s 
experience was more in line 
with what those countries 
needed. 

The- training missions sup- 
port the international effort 
to. keep waterways open for 
commerce and security rea- 
sons. ; With new or expanded 
expertise, foreign navies 
become even more capable 
to protect that important 
‘U.S. national interest, free- 
‘dom of trade. 

' The U.S. Coast Guard also 
‘participates directly in 
‘international maritime oper- 
‘ational security missions. 
‘Wetzler offers the example 
‘of their presence in China 
‘patrolling and protecting the 
‘Taiwan straits. 

‘ He further explains that 
‘port security is a key part of 
the Coast Guard mission not 
just here but abroad too. 
‘The.U-S. maritime force pro- 
‘vides for safe port passage 
for U.S. vessels and guards 


- ‘high value ships and cargo. 


‘They~ also board vessels in 
‘international waters. “This 
‘could involve resisted board- 
‘ing,” ‘Wetzler says. “We will 
Hoard ‘ships and inspect for 
‘contraband, narcotics, or 
‘smuggled goods.” These are 
‘the ‘types of missions that 
have. the Coast Guard 
involved in the Iraq and 
Afghanistan wars. 

Beyond this national secu- 
rity role, the Coast Guard 


also plays a part in our 
diplomatic arena by provid- 
ing military attachés and 
liaisons in various foreign 
embassies around the world. 
As a Coast Guard officer, 
Wetzler knew that and want- 
ed to take advantage of the 
opportunity. But getting an 
assignment as an attaché is 
not an easy thing. The 
selection process is very 
competitive, and candidates 
musts be approved by a spe- 
cial board. 

Fortunately, Wetzler made 
the cut. He and his family 
were sent to Bogota, 
Columbia in 2008. Before 
that, there was a yearlong 
intensive training program. 
Wetzler had to attend a 6- 
month language course and 
several other courses from 
the Department of Defense, 
the State. Department, and 
other agencies. The special 
personal security training 
was important since, as he 
explains, “It is a generally 
dangerous area because of 
the drug business and organ- 
ized crime.” 

As an attaché, Wetzler was 
tasked to promote healthy 
relations and cooperation 
between the two countries. 
During his three years in 
Columbia, he worked with 
everyone from the 
Presidential staff to the 
Columbian Navy and espe- 
cially with their well-trained 
national police force. 
Weitzler states emphatically 
that the Columbians are a 
strong ally. It was an honor 
and pleasure to serve with 
them,” he says. He found 
former President Alvaro 
Uribe Vélez impressive. “He 
stood up to drug crime,” he 
says. “He was tough and 
truthful.” 

Based on his service there, 
Wetzler received the 
Admiral Padilla Order of 
Merit medal from the 
Colombian Navy, which is

Kathy Healy, the Planet 
Fitness Manager told the 
Crier that Larffarello had 
been spoken to about using 
jump ropes and that the 
Assistant Manager had spo- 
ken to her about a month 
before cancelling her mem- 
bership about her actions. 

Healy said that the deci- 
sion to terminate Larffarello 
was made as a result of 
phone calls from people call- 
ing to inquire about what 
time Larffarello’s boot camp 
was held. Healy stated that 
they were suspicious that 
she had been running a boot 
camp but it wasn’t until they 
got the phone call that they 
had evidence that she was. 

Healy had not, however, 
attempted to contact 
Larffarello directly prior to 
calling her to notify her that 
her membership was being 
revoked and has not had any 
contact with her since. 

Friends of Larffarello were 
outraged by the decision by 
Planet Fitness to cancel her 
membership and began a 
petition on Facebook. 

One of Larfarello's workout 
friends, Michele Collins, was 
quite surprised with the 
decision of Planet Fitness as 
there was no official boot 
camp or structured program 
being run by Larfarello and 
no exchange of money. "She

She says that her corporate 
office supports her decision 
and assured her that the sit- 
uation was handled properly.

Fitness, was not aware of 
the situation and would not 
comment on the phone but 
later gave this statement by 
e-mail.

BOSTON - Rarely has a 
high school team entered a 
season with expectations as 
sky high as those that faced 
the Wilmington High Boys 
Hockey team this season. 
After winning last season’s 
Division 2 state champi- 
onship, and returning most 
of their key players, includ- 
ing their entire top line and 
their starting goalie, the 
expectations ~ for the 


Wildcats were literally state’ 


championship or bust. 

That’s a lot of pressure on 
the shoulders of 16 and 17- 
year-old high school stu- 
dents, but this group of 
Wildcats met every chal- 
lenge put before them this 
season, including in the 
post-season where they got 
better with every game. 

On Sunday afternoon at TD 
Garden before 3,500 fans, the 
Wildcats responded to one 
last challenge and they did 
so in spectacular fashion, 
with a 40 victory over 
Franklin in a rematch of 
last season's title game won 
by Wilmington 3-2. In win- 
ning their second consecu- 


tive Division 2 crown, the. 


Wildeats wrapped up an 
amazing season and became 
the first Division 2 repeat 
champion since Saugus back 
in 2003 and 2004. 

“J think last year was more 
shocking,” Wildcats coach 
Steve Scanlon said. “We had 
spent so much time trying to 
get it and ‘not getting it, but 
this year feels like more of a 
sense of accomplishment for 
the whole bunch of them. 
It’s tough to do it once, 
never mind going back and 
doing it a second time.” 

The Wildcats (21-3-2) got 
goals from four different 
goal scorers, including a 
first period goal by junior 
Cody McGowan that proved 
to be the game winner, while 
junior goalie Drew Foley 
made 15 saves to earn his 
ninth shutout of the season 
and his second of the play- 
offs. 

- Other goal scorers for the 
Wildcats, who broke’ open a 

1-0. game with three third 
period goals were Brendan 
McDonough, Jake Rogers 
and Luke Foley. Senior for- 
ward Dylan DiNatale had 
two assists, including a bril- 
liant pass McGowan’s game 
winner. 

Wilmington would outshoot 
Franklin 10-5 in the first 
period, but it looked like it 
was going to be the Panthers 
who would jump out on top. 
With 8:40 left in the first 
period Drew Foley made the 
save of the game, denying a 
rebound attempt at the 
doorstep by Franklin’s lead- 
ing scorer Adam Isberg. 

Foley had made the initial 
save, but when the rebound 
popped out to Isberg, who 
netted 18 goals on the sea- 
son, it looked like a sure 
goal. But Foley’s lightning 
quick glove hand snatched 


the puck out of the air, keep- 
ing the game scoreless and 
leaving Isberg and the 
Panthers shaking their 
heads in disbelief. 

Scanlon knew how big the 
save was for his team in the 
early going. 

“I thought it was in to be 
honest with you. And then 
he was waving it around like 
he had it all the way,” 
Scanlon joked. “He’s really 
been a rock for us all season 
long. We can have some bad 
periods or some bad lulls in 
the game and he is there to 
save us.” 

Franklin coach Chris 
Spillane, who has now seen 
his team lose in the state 
finals three years in a row, 
including a 2011 loss to 
Tewksbury, also knew how 
big the save was for the 
Wildcats and against his 
squad. 

“That’s a big one,” Spillane 
said. “I think we are a much 
better team when we score 
goals early and with a team 
like that you know they are 
going to get their chances 
and they are going to score 
their goals. So yeah, it was

Steve Scanlon has been

1, 18-3-2, 16-45 and 21-3-2. 
The win on Sunday, also 
broke a program record of 
wins in a season with 21, 
held previously by the 2009- 
"10 team. 

But the success for Scanlon 
isn’t just in hockey - im the 
past five seasons behind the 
soccer bench his teams have 
combined for a record of 64- 
17-21, which includes one 
trip to the sectional final, 
two trips to the sectional 
semi-finals, a playoff record 
of 7-5 and five league titles. 
Over the last five seasons 
the teams have finished with 
respective records of 15-2-4, 
18-1-3, 11-5-3, 6-7-6 and 14-2-5. 

So in the past six years in 
hockey and five in soccer, 
Scanlon’s teams have com- 
bined for a record of 171-35- 
38, which includes two state 
titles, one. state finalist: tro- 
phy, three sectional titles, 
one sectional finalist trophy 
and four other trips to the 
sectional semi-finals. 

Currently, Scanlon has a 
career record of 284-150-51 
as hockey coach at WHS, 
which includes competing in 
three different leagues, 
Merrimack Valley 
Conference, Cape Ann 
League and now the 
Middlesex League. j

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Last game in brilliant career for Captain Cam Owens

-BOSTON - In last sea- 
son’s Division 2 game it 
was Cam Owens' goal scor- 
ing that led the 
Wilmington High Hockey 
team to their first ever 
state championship as he 
scored all three goals in 
the Wildcats 3-2 win over 
Franklin. 

Sunday was a little differ- 
ent for Owens, as he was 
held without a goal in the 
Wildcats 4-0 win in their 
rematch over Franklin. 
But the all-time leading 
scorer in Wilmington High 
history still made a huge 
offensive contribution to 
the Wildcats as his third 
period assist on Brendan 
McDonough’s power play 
goal made the score 2-0 
and helped cement. the 
‘ Wildcats second consecu- 
tive Division 2 state cham- 
pionship. 

With the Wildcats cling- 
ing to a 1-0 lead early in 
the third period, the game 
was still very much in the 
balance despite the 
Wildcats having dominat- 
ed for large portions of the 
game. 

' With the Wildcats on the 
power play, however, that 
balance quickly changed. 
With Owens. on the point, 
he corralled the puck at 
the blue line, skated in a 
couple of strides and then 
found a wide open 
McDonough parked at the 
side of the Franklin net 
and hit him with a perfect 
pass. McDonough took the 
past and slammed the 
puck home for a 2-0 advan- 
tage at the 3:26 mark of the 
period that may as well 
have been 12-0 for the edge 
it gave the Wildcats as 
they rolled to victory from 
there, dominating the rest 
of the period while adding 
two more goals. . 
ret thought the power play 
opportunity was big. We 
moved Cam back to the 
point because we seem to 
imove the puck better when 
he is back there” 
Wilmington coach Steve 
Seanlon ‘said. “He saw 
Brendan there just hang- 
ing on the side of the net 
and gave it to him. I 
thought once that one went 
in, that hurt them 
(Franklin) I thought psy- 
chologically.” 

Owens obviously loved 
being the hero last season 
with all three of his team’s 
goals, but he was just as 
happy to instead be setting 
up a goal that sent his 
team on their way to 
another title. 

“My game is making peo- 
ple around me better. I am 
a shorter player and I can 
move the puck good, so 
that is what I try to work 
on,” Owens said. “I have 
two good wingers who can 
skate and can shoot, so I 
try to give them opportuni- 
ties. They are great play- 
ers. They work their butts 
off and they put the puck 
on net. I try to make them 
better, but they are great 
players.” 

Owens actually helped to 
make his entire team bet- 
ter not just in the champi- 
onship game, but through- 
out the season and particu- 
larly throughout the play- 
offs. After starting the 


tournament with a rather 
lackluster performance in 
their first round win over 
Stoneham, the Wildcats 
turned things around and 
stormed through the rest 
of the tournament, 
outscoring Boston Latin, 
Lincoln-Sudbury, Danvers 
and finally Franklin by a 
combined 21-3. : 

Owens, as captain of the 
team obviously deserves a 
great deal of credit for 
helping to turn the team 
around and leading them 
to another state title, but 
he says he was not alone in 
bringing the team togeth- 
er. 

“We work well together. 
It is a good team. If some- 
one has a problem with 
someone else we confront 
it as a team and have big 
team meeting,” Owens 
said. “We don’t get down 
on each other. It’s not like 
just one person thing. It’s 
not just me leading the 
team, it is everyone. 
Everyone plays a_ part. 
We just kept talking about 
how we had to work harder 
and play better and we 
did.” 

Of course this season 
and this year’s tournament 
brought expectations that 
simply were not there for 
last year’s squad. 
Entering the tournament 
as defending champions 
comes with a certain 
amount of pressure, but 
Owens says that he and his 
teammates went into the 
season knowing they had 
what it takes to defend 
their title. 

“Coming in this year we 


- knew we had a lot of fire- 


power coming back. We 
knew we were going to be 
strong again,” Owens said. 
“We knew we had to come 
back and work as hard as 
we did last year and that’s 
what we did this year. We 
had the skill and we just 
put it to work. All playoffs 
it worked and then tonight 
it worked.” 

It worked all right. It 
worked enough to make 
the Wildcats the first 
repeat champions in 
Division 2 since Saugus in 
2003 and 2004. It would 
have been a memorable 
senior season for Owens 
and an incredible career 
for Owens even they did 
not complete the mission 
and win the state title, but 
going out as a state cham- 
pion makes for a perfect 


ending to a_ splendid 
career. 
“It’s great. We have a 


great group of kids. It’s 
great to come back and 
win it again and go out on 
top,” Owens said. “Your 
senior year you want to 
come back and win it, 
especially with the group 
of kids that we have. I 
wouldn’t trade any of this 
for the world. It’s awesome 
coming back and repeat- 
ing. It’s just an incredible 
feeling. I can’t even 
explain it.” 

A lot of the credit for 
what. this team has been 
able to accomplish obvi- 
ously has to go to Owens 
and his fellow seniors, 
whom Scanlon praised for 
their dedication to the 
team and to. the 
Wilmington High hockey 
program.

Dating back to 1943, only a handful of teams have won back-to-back state high school hockey championship titles. From 1943 to 1971, 
there was only one division and only three teams were able to pull off the consecutive titles including Medford in 1943 and 1944 (although i 
they shared the 1944 title with Needham), Lynn English in 1956 and 1957, and Needham in 1969 and 1970. 

From 1972 to 1989, the playoff format expanded to Division 1 and Division 2. During those years, three Division 2 teams and one Division ; 
1 team was crowned state champions in back-to-back years. Billerica became the first team to win it three years in a row, taking the , 
Division 2 title in 1975, 76 and ’77. Falmouth won it twice in 1981 and 1982 and then Matignon won it in 1987 and 1988. ; 

The lone Division 1 team to do it was Catholic Memorial in 1987 and 1988 before the 1A tournament debuted in 1990. Since then, CM won 
the 1A title five years in a row from 1991 to 1995, then four years in a row from 1998-2001 and then three years in a row from 2003-05, fol- 
lowed. up by BC High with consecutive titles in 2006-07 and most recently Malden Catholic the last three years. : 

And since the 1A tournament in 1990, only one other Division 2 team has won back-to-back titles and that was Saugus in 2003 and 2004. i 
Wilmington has made it two D2 teams, accomplishing the feat in 2012 and 2013.

He also guided the program to 42 straight victories and 
won state titles in 2003 and then 2010 to 2012, including 
winning 39 straight games and 54 of 55 at one point.

But Woburn’s Scott Traer has 
already covered much of the 
earth either on foot or on a

Traer will run in April as a 
guide for Burlington resident 
Mike Welsch, the inspirational

After much soul-searching, 
however, Traer declined to 
accept the spot on the nation- 
al team, citing conflict with 
Nike’s sponsorship policies. 

“Nike is the only allowed 
sponsor,” said Traer. 
“Whenever you do any press, 
you have to do it through 
them. You can’t wear clothing 
with any logos except for Nike 
clothing. For short money for 
them, basically the cost of a 
sweat suit, they own you. 

“It’s not really Nike’s fault. 
The way I feel, U.S. Track & 
Field is exploiting the ath- 
letes,” he added. “If they had 
allowed other sponsorships, I 
probably would have gone (to 
the Netherlands), but I just 


didn’t feel like it would have.

ing South America, where he 
started running extreme dis- 
tances. 

“I’m running up the Andes_ 
mountains, which are beauti- 
ful, and I just felt like I want- 
ed to keep going,” he said. 
“You make a turn at what you 
think is the top of the moun- 
tain, and then you find out 
there’s another hill to climb 
before you get to the top. That 
sparked my interest in run- 
ning very long, long dis- 
tances.”

"Oz the Great and 
Powerful" will be a trip 
along the yellow brick road 
back to childhood for many, 
an introduction to a wild 
fantasy world for others. 

For the most part, it’s a 
trip worth taking. 

Sam Raimi and Disney 
took on a great and power- 
ful responsibility when they 
cast. James Franco, 
Michelle Williams and com- 
pany for their "Oz" odyssey. 
We don't just remember Oz, 
after all. We know-this place 
- from Munchkinland to the 
Emerald City to that nonde- 
script crossroads where 
Dorothy meets the 
Scarecrow - it is a trip we’ve 
taken many times. over the 
years. ‘ 

That's tricky territory 
for a filmmaker to navigate. 
After all, Raimi can't hope 
to replace "The Wizard of 
Oz," or to do anything close 
to bettering it in the minds 
of moviegoers. The absolute 
best he can hope for with 


_of 1939's 
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"Oz the Great and 
Powerful" is to try to recap- 
ture the spirit of director 
Victor Fleming's 1939 origi- 
nal, 

And while the instinct of 
many movie-goers will be to 
re-enter "Oz" with no small 
amount of skepticism, 
Raimi mostly succeeds in 
that regard. His highly pol- 
ished "Oz the Great and 
Powerful" is a lovely family 
fantasy, one that pays fitting 
homage to the spirit of the 
original, with its well- 
formed sense of magic, 
wonder and fun — and all 
without betraying childhood 
memories. 

Wisely, Raimi and com- 
pany don't attempt to 
undertake a direct remake 
of 1939's "The Wizard of 
Oz." Rather, "Oz the Great 
and Powerful" is intended to 
function as a prequel to that 
classic film, telling the 
story of how the wizard 
(played by Franco) came to 
rule Oz in the first place. 


It’s the story of the man. 


who would be the man 
behind the curtain. 

Like Fleming's film, "Oz 
the Great and Powerful 
starts out with a black-and- 
white prologue set in 
Kansas and boasting a 
deliberate shot-on-a-sound- 
stage feel. Also there: The 
first of numerous sly little 
references -- visual and spo- 
ken — to the original. 

At the center of it all is 
another familiar flourish: 
the wagon of a certain trav- 
eling magician. That would 
be Franco's future wizard, 
named Oscar Diggs, who 
spends the early part of the 
film wishing out loud for a 
chance. at greatness, all the 
while running into people 
he will re-encounter in one 
form or another when he 
goes over the rainbow. 

Cue the tornado, cue the 
shift to wide-screen format, 
cue the Technicolor images. 


Cue the enlisting of Oscar — 


by the denizens of Oz —- who 
mistake him. for a real wiz- 
ard — to fulfill a prophecy 
and restore order to their 
land. 

"Oz the Great and 
Powerful" doesn’t match 
the timeless, iconic stature
